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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Maelor  Rural  District  Council, 


Mr,  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  19&1. 

It  is  very  pleasing  to  note  that  there  has  been  a very  welcome 
upward  trend  in  the  population.  The  Registrar  General’s  Mid-Annual 
estimate  shows  a rise  of  l60. 

There  has  been  a fall  in  the  number  of  births  during  the  year, 
the  number  being  69  giving  a birth  rate  of  15.1  compared  with  a total 
of  77  last  year  with  a rate  of  17, 4»  the  number  of  deaths  however  has 
also  decreased,  being  59  compared  with  70  for  the  previous  year. 

With  the  exception  of  an  outbreak  of  Measles,  the  incidence  of 
infectious  disease  remains  at  a low  level,  and  no  cases  of  Diphtheria 
or  Food  Poisoning  were  reported. 

Housing  has  again  been  to  the  forefront  in  the  work  of  the  Health 
Department.  Individual  houses  continue  to  be  closed  or  demolished  as 
the  opportunity  arises  and  good  progress  has  been  made  in  this  fanner. 
Three  Clearance  Areas  were  declared  during  the  year  and  plans  are  well 
advanced  for  the  first  area  of  Housing  development  for  Slum  Clearance. 
This  will  be  in  the  village  of  Overton  and  will  conprise  25  dwellings, 
made  up  of  10  Old  Peoples  Dwellings,  9 two-bedroom  flats  and  6 three- 
bedroom  houses.  Directly  the  details  of  this  scheme  are  settled,  it  is 
intended  to  immediately  provide  a similar  scheme  at  Bangor  Isycood. 
Twenty  houses  were  completed  and  occupied  at  Penley  during  the  year, 
a number  of  these  being  used  for  Slum  Clearance  with  the  result  that  the 
five  year  programme  for  Penley  is  virtually  complete. 

I would  once  again  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Council  for  their  co-operation,  the  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their 
loyal  support  and  tho  Public  Health  Inspector  who  has  assisted  me  in 
compiling  this  report.

DIPHTHERIA. 


Diphtheria  Prophylactic  .antigen  is  used  by  Medical 
Practitioners  for  the  immunisation  of  children  in  the  area. 

The  County  Council  offer  immunisation  in  the  Child  Welfare 
Clinic  at  Penley.  Standard  practice  now  is  early  protection 
beginning  at  three  months  with  Diphtheria  Pertissus  Prophylactic 
in  addition  many  school  children  are  given  booster  inoculations 
in  schools  at  the  age  of  5/6  years. 

In  spite  of  the  absence  of  Diphtheria  in  the  area,  efforts 
to  obtain  full  protection  against  the  disease  continue. 


POLIOMYELITIS  IMMUNISATI JN. 

During  the  year  good  progress  has  again  been  maintained  in 
Polio  immunisation.  Persons  up  to  the  age  of  43  years  have  been 
immunised  and  in  addition  expectant  mothers  are  offered  Polio 
immunisation.  The  response  in  the  area  has  again  been  very  pleasing.

Progress  has  been  maintained  during  the  year  in  improving 
housing  conditions  in  the  area.  Action  ha. 3 been  taken  under  the  . * 

Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts  to  ir.prove  the  structural  repair  of 
houses,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  majority  of  work  carried 
out  has  been  arranged  informally  between  the  owners  and  the  Council’s 
Public  Health  Inspector,  and  only  in  a few  instances  has  it  been 
necessary  to  serve  Statutory  Notices.  Co-operation  of  this  nature 
does  much  to  foster  good  relations  between  the  Public  and  Officials 
and  in  the  long  run  makes  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  much 
easier  and  less  frustrating, 

17  unfit  houses  have  been  closed  or  demolished  during  the  year. 

The  5 year  Slum  Clearance  Programme  for  Penley  has  been  virtually 
completed  with  the  erection  of  23  houses  and  flats  in  the  village 
of  Penloy.  Three  Clearance  Areas  have  been  declared  in  Overton  and  it 
is  hoped  that  the  5 year  programme  for  that  parish  will  be  completed 
by  the  end  of  1962,  It  is  intended  to  follow  that  programme  with  a 
further  number  of  houses  at  Bangor  Isycoed  to  complete  the  programme 
there,  but  it  is  thought  that  this  will  not  tako  place  until  1963. 

In  view  of  the  lack  of  information  possessed  regarding  overcrowding, 
conditions  in  the  district,  it  was  felt  that  although  the  number  of 
overcrowding  cases  is  probably  small,  it  would  be  advantageous  to 
carry  out  a complete  overcrowding  survey,  and  work  was  commenced  on 
this  in  the  lattor  part  of  the  year,

The  condition  of  the  Food  Premises  in  the  district  continues 
to  be  satisfactory  and  regular  visits  are  made  to  all  these  premises 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspector. 

once  again  the  most  difficult  problem  has  been  the  supervising 
of  the  many  mobile  food  shops  operating  in  the  District, 

Water  supply. 

During  the  year  a further  5.56  miles  of  water  main  has  been 
laid,  bringing  the  total  mileage  of  water  mains  to  52,6  miles. 

In  some  parts  of  the  district  the  supply  is  not  as  adequate  as  one 
would  wish,  but  work  is  in  hand  which  it  is  hoped  will  improve  these 
supplies  in  the  very  near  future. 

Bacteriological  samples  of  the  supply  have  been  taken  regularly 
and  all  samples  have  been  reported  as  satisfactory.  Sairples  are  also 
taken  from  the  few  remaining  wells  in  use  in  the  area  with  satisfactory 
results. 


SEWERAGE  ^ND  SEWAGE  DISDJSii,. 


The  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  scheme  for  Bangor  Isycoed  which 
has  been  under  consideration  for  some  years  is  at  last  reaching  the 
stage  when  construction  should  soon  bo  started. 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  (Continued) 


A similar  scheme  for  Overton  is  also  well  advanced  and  should 
reach  Public  Enquiry  stage  in  the  Sumer  of  1962.  It  is  hoped  to 
speed  up  negotiations  on  this  scheme  in  order  that  it  may  be  possible 
for  its  construction  to  be  partly  concurrent  with  the  Bangor  scheme 
or  at  least  to  follow  immediately.  These  two  schemes  will  fulfill  a 
long  felt  want  as  in  both  the  villages  concerned  the  arrangements 
existing  for  drainage  are  in  a very  bad  condition. 

When  the  above  two  schemes  have  been  completed,  the  village  in 
most  urgent  need  of  main  drainage  is  Hanmer,  particularly  in  view  of 
the  Council’s  recent  decision  to  make  the  village  the  centre  for 
re-housing  families  from  unfit  houses  in  several  of  the  surrounding 
parishes.  A preliminary  scheme  has  already  been  drawn  up  by  the 
Council's  Consulting  Engineers  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  matter  will 
be  looked  into  in  more  detail  in  the  near  future.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Third  Annual  Report  on  the 
work  of  the  Public  Health  Department. 

The  emphasis  this  year  has  again  been  on  Housing,  and  a 
gradual  improvement  in  Housing  conditions  is  becoming  apparent. 

The  co-operation  I have  received  from  owners  during  the  year  has 
been  very  gratifying,  and  as  a result  of  this,  a considerable 
amount  of  repairs  and  improvements  have  been  carried  out  to 
properties  without  recourse  to  notices  from  this  department. 

Progress  has  been  made  with  the  Council’s  Slum  Clearance 
programme,  and  a start  has  been  made  on  an  Overcrowding  Survey  of 
the  District.  In  view  of  the  amount  of  routine  work  to  be  undertaken 
I anticipate  that  this  survey  will  take  some  time  to  complete. 

The  survey  of  agricultural  premises  under  the  Agriculture 
(Health,  Welfare  and  Safety)  Act,  is  progressing  very  slowly  and 
is  now  about  Lffjo  complete.  With  a small  department,  it  is  becoming 
increasingly  difficult  to  carry  out  all  ones  duties  as  expeditiously 
as  one  would  like,  and  it  often  becomes  a case  of  dealing  •with  the 
most  urgent  and  important  items  first  and  fitting  in  other  matters 
as  the  opportunity  arises. 

I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  consideration 
I have  received  from  the  Council,  and  of  the  willing  help  extended 
to  me  by  the  Officials  and  Staff  of  the  Council.

The  Public  could 
give  valuable  assistance  in  this  matter  by  not  tipping  their  refuse 
indiscriminately  and  spoiling  the  beauty  of  the  countyside. 

All  refuse  tips  have  been  treated  with  tip  dressing  during  the 
Summer  months  to  reduoe  fly-breeding,  and  in  addition  regular  visits 
are  made  to  check  on  any  possible  rot  infestations.

At  the  commencement  of  the  year,  several  meetings  of  Officers 
of  Local  Authorities  in  Flintshire  were  held  to  consider  the  Caravan 
Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  i960  and  to  formulate  a common 
policy  throughout  the  County.  The  result  of  these  meetings  was  that 
standards  were  drawn  up,  based  on  the  Model  Standards  issued  by  the 
Minister  and  were  presented  to  Councils  for  their  approval.  This 
Council  adopted  these  standards  and  they  have  been  applied  to  all 
licensed  sites  in  the  district.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  arrangements  in  the  district  for  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
are  at  the  present  time  unsatisfactory,  but  good  progress  is  being  made 
with  schemes  for  Overton  and  Bangor  Isycoed,  and  it  is  hoped  that  work 
will  commence  on  the  latter  scheme  during  1962,  with  the  Overton  scheme 
following  shortly  afterwards.  It  has  also  been  proposed  that  a further 
scheme  be  worked  out  for  the  village  of  Hanmer.  It  is  suggested  that 
main  drainage  for  Penley  be  borne  in  mind  when  the  above  are  completed, 
when  it  may  be  possible  to  make  use  of  the  disposal  plant  at  present 
serving  the  Polish  Hospital  in  the  village.. 

HOUSING, 


During  the  year,  a start  was  made  on  implementing  the  5yr  Slum 
Clearance  Programme.  Three  Clearance  Areas  comprising  7 houses  were 
declared.  One  of  these  areas  was  so  situated  as  to  be  ideally  suitable 
as  an  access  to  a suggested  housing  site  at  the  rear  of  the  property. 

It  was  found  possible  to  acquire  the  area  by  agreement  and  it  was  also 
possible  to  acquire  the  necessary  land  for  building.  The  Council’s 
Architect  is  preparing  plans  for  25  dwellings  on  this  site  comprising 
10  Old  Peoples  Bungalowsj  one  three  storey  block  of  9 2-bedroom  flats, 
and  6 three-bedroom  houses.  These  dwellings  will  be  sufficient  to 
complete  the  5yr  programme  in  Overton. 

Good  progress  has  also  been  made  in  dealing  with  individual  unfit 
properties. 

Tvrelve  houses  and  eight  flats  were  completed  at  Penley  during  the 
year  , and  9 families  from  unfit  houses  in  the  area  have  been  re-housed 
therein.

In  view  of  the  obscure  picture  regarding  overcrowding  in  the 
district,  it  was  considered  that  an  overcrowding  survey  was  essential 
and  this  survey  was  commenced  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year. 

Owing  to  pressure  of  work  and  other  commitments  in  an  area  where 
there  is  only  one  Public  Health  Inspector,  this  survey  will  of  necessity 
have  to  be  dove-tailed  with  other  duties  and  will  probably  take  some 
time  to  complete.  However,  I consider  that  the  abatement  of  overcrowding 
is  as  important  from  a health  aspect  as  rendering  houses  fit,  and  as 
much  time  as  possible  will  be  devoted  to  this  work.
